The N.C. Department of Transportation will hold a public meeting regarding the proposed project to convert 

the existing five-lane section of Pineville-Matthews Road (N.C. 51) from Park Road to Carmel Road in 

Pineville and Charlotte to a median-divided roadway. The meeting will take place on Monday, May 21 

from 4 p.m. to 7 p.m. at the Charlotte Mecklenburg Library-Morrison Regional, located at 7015 Morrison 

Boulevard in Charlotte.  

 

The purpose of this project is to improve traffic operations and safety by providing access control along the 

corridor.
